March 16t 2021

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9
AM on Tuesday, March 16, 2021 with Chairman Tom Broeker, and Vice-Chair Jim Cary present. Member Shane
McCampbell was present via Webex. This meeting was held with limited capacity due to COVID-19 and
electronically via Webex and YouTube live streaming. Public input was available through board email or call in.

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously. The Pledge of Allegiance was conducted.

Meet with Department Heads: County Auditor Terri Johnson reported her office is busy. IT Director Colin
Gerst reported his office is busy. County Engineer Brian Carter reported on the conditions of gravel roads. They
are making some headway. Some roads are still sloppy with more rain expected in the next few days. Crews are
spot rocking in some areas. Maintenance work will be done on Hwy 34 in Middletown, they will be working on an
intake that needs repaired. Flint Bottom Rd is closed from Beaverdale Rd to North Prairie Grove Rd for a project.
Flint Bottom Rd will most likely be closed to thru traffic most of the summer as there are two segments to this
project. The contract construction crew is working on the Flint Creek Hwy 99 bridge. They may be setting the deck
steel next week. Sheriff Kevin Glendening stated everything is going well and the jail population is 76. They are
taking applications for the youth training academy for ages 16 — 18. Supervisor Cary stated the Danville school kids
were impressed with the Sheriff’s K-9 dog “Tank”, as they talked about him on the school bus. Tank left a good
impression on the kids. Glendening stated School Resource Officer Corey Whitaker, himself, Lieutenant Williams
and Tank’s handler, Deputy Dilan Beaird spoke to all of the classes and were well received. He stated Tank has a
great personality around kids and not a concern at all but the moment he is needed he goes to work. CDS Director
Ken Hyndman reported SEIL meetings were held last week and they discussed legislative updates. Safety Director
Angie Vaughan reported March is National Severe Weather Preparedness Month. A Tornado Warning Drill will be
held March 24™ at 11am. The practice drill will sound for two minutes, off for five minutes then back on for two
minutes. Maintenance Supervisor Rodney Bliesener reported his office is busy and working on a project at the
Sheriff’s Office. Local Health Administrator Christa Poggemiller thanked the Roads Department for all their work.
She reported the Covid 7-day rolling positively rate is 4% with 16 cases in the last seven days. Providers have
vaccinated 16,200 with 14,200 being county residents and 5,700 have received both doses. Another second dose
clinic will be held this week at Memorial Auditorium. Doses are available at the Health Department, she asked
anyone inquiring to check the “No Wait Inside” link on the website. Dates open up when they know doses will be
arriving. Via Webex: Assistant Land Use Administrator Jarred Lassiter stated the Zoning Commission will be
meeting to discuss zoning ordinance updates and to discuss changing the number of members on the commission.

Accounts Payable in the amount of $950,863.00 was presented. Cary motioned to approve and seconded
by McCampbell.

Payroll Reimbursement Claims for 3/12/2021 in the amount of $761.23 was presented. McCampbell
motioned to approve and seconded by Cary.

Approval of Contract — J20/Geode State Park PCC Paving — LFM-CO29(P17PCC)—7X-29. County
Engineer Brian Carter spoke about the contract. Four bids were received. The Engineer’s estimated cost was
$248,000 and Jones Contracting was the low bid at $250,527.77. Carter recommended approval. Cary motioned to
approve and seconded by McCampbell.

The SEIL Governing Board Statement of Understanding for FY2022 was presented. SEIL will pay 80% of
CDS Director Ken Hyndman’s salary and 100% of Support Staff Patty Brooks’ salary. McCampbell motioned to
approve and seconded by Cary.

A Letter of Support from the Board of Supervisors for Optimae to pursue a Community Mental Health
Center (CMHC) for three counites in the SEIL Region was presented. Cary motioned to approve and seconded by
McCampbell.

The DESCOM 28E Agreement was presented. The latest edition does not reflect changes in language as
requested by the Board of Supervisors, Sheriff and recommended by the County Attorney. Cary motioned to table
the agreement until a revised and edited agreement is received and seconded by McCampbell. Motion to table was



approved.

Resolution 2021-015 to Reappoint two members to the Des Moines County Flood Plain Advisory Board
was presented. McCampbell motioned to approve and seconded by Cary.
